r. Neither do I. 


But plenty of people do. 
It is Arkansas' newest "racket"— 


and because it has reached the pro- 
portions of thousands of dollars a 
year the liability insurance companies 
arc going to do something about it. I 
read the following in the November 
bulletin of the Arkansas Association 
of Insurance Agents: 


Unless the agents work united- 


ly and unceasingly for the passage 
of n law at the next session of the 
legislature eliminating liability for 
guests, there arc two things the 
companies can do:

There 
was the host's obligation to be reason- 
ably careful, and the guest's obliga- 
tion to take the reasonable conse- 
juences. 


We don't have to go back very far 


in human hi.story to recall that break- 
ing bread with a man puts one under 
a certain obligation. 


We have forgotten that. Insurance 


protection has become a social abuse. 


In the days before, liability insur- 


ance, suit by a guest would have rc- 
fuHcd in the guest being beaten up— 
and even today it wouldn't be such 
bad medicine for society in general.

The surgeon tried to graft the nose 


back on, but. too much time was, lost 
ana* the operation was not a success. 
It is possible, however, if attempts 
are made immediately to restore a 
nose to the spot from which it is cut, 
to save the appearance of the organ in 
many instances. 


Another case is described in which 


two women were driving when they 
met another .car coming in the oppo- 
site direction. Their car was forced 
from the road and it turned .over. 


A piece of glass from the windshield 


cut the driver's nose off completely 


^ point just -below the ends of the 


jiasal bones. The part cut away re- 
mained, attached to the upper lip by 
fwp narrow strips of skin. 


By rare presence of mind on the 


part of the otrjer women, the nose 
was put back in place and held up by 
a piece of bandage until the patient 
was seen by a surgeon an hour later. 
FTe sewed the tissues together again 
and got a fair-looking appearance, 
but unfortunately the tissues under 
:he surface curled up so that breath- 
ling was stopped. 


The two main things to keep in 


rm'nd when such accidents occur are 
first of all the maintenance of abso- 
thite cleanliness, and second, the ob- 
taining of surgical attention at the 
earliest possible moment. Usually it 
is well to inject persons, who have 
been badly injured in motor car ac- 
cidents, with a small dose of tetanus 
antitoxin in order, to prevent lockjaw.

WASHINGTON -(IP)— Widespread 


curtailment of private unemployment 
insurance pjans during the depression 
is noted by the Labor Department as 
the result of a recent survey. • 


Ninety-seven such plans have been 


tried but only 62 weathered the lean 
years after 1929, the department found 
and many of those still existing have 
been forced to cut their benefit pay- 
ments sharply, 


The department classified the plans 


under three types: Joint agreements 
between employers and trade unions, 
trade union plans-and company plans. 


Of 26 joint agreements only five re- 


main. AH arc in the clothing indus-, 
try. Sixteen company plans are in 
operation out of a total of 23 that have 
been launched. Forty-one of the 48 
trade unions plans have been contin- 
ued but "with the greatest difficulty." 


On the other, hand old age pension 


plans set up by states have increased 
rapidly in the past few years. 
The 


adoption of pension laws by 10 states 
last year brought the total to 28, not 
including two territories.

In the first Arkan- 
sas "Register 'Your Baby" campaign, 
which is being conducted as a joint 
project by the State Board .of. Health,, 
the Federal Bureau of the Census and 
the Arkansas Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration. 
, 


'While many babies are born with- 


out medical attention and thus escape, 
registration, hundreds of names are' 
never submitted to the State. .Health 
Department at ajl. 
Local registrars 


have'been canvassed and state phy- 
sicins interviewed in 
a.n 
effort to. 


register every baby. Statistical work- 
ers arc now busy at the Slate-Capitol,; 
in a effort lo issue birth .certificates 
where omissions have been found. 


At the conclusion of this work it is: 


hoped that most of the unregistered 
babies will have been properly on- 
rolled with the state, ;but even the 
most diligent efforts of the present 
workers will not prevent these omis- 
sions in the future. The state offers, 
the service of registration,-but it can- 
not execute this service without the 
co-operation of the medical protest 
sion, the registrars of vital' statistics 
and the parents themselves. 
; In the final analysis, the burden 
must be placed on «n uninfoVmed or1 
disinterested sitzenship. Mothers-and- 
fathers, accept without question the 
parental responsibilities that accom- 
pany baby's arrival, but through ig" 
norance of the importance of regis- 
tration, often fail to concern them- 
selves with their child's first proof of
